ANOTHER BLOODY BATTLE. 


El Paso. T«xas, March 31.—A stub- 


liornly fought and bloody battle be- 
tween 300 insurrectos and 200 federal 
troops has raged around the little town 
of Santa Barbara, southwest of the 
city of Chihuahua-, sinc-c Wednesday 
morning, according to a telegram re- 
ceived here from Parral. 
Both sides 


have sent for reinforcements. 


Wednesday morning, according to 


the Parral dispatch the. insurrectos at- 
tacked and took Santa Barbara, but 
before they could strengthen its de- 
fense, the federals rallied andd 
at- 


tempted to re-talte the place. 


A body of 25 rurales charged through 


the insurrecto lines and succeeded 1n 
reaching the municipal building but 
were cut off from the main federal 
body. They took refuge in the build- 
ing hut the telegram does not reveal 
their fate. 


Finding himself outnumbered. Col. 


ArzamendH,- in command oC the federal 
troops sent- to Parral for reinforce- 
ments and the insurrecto leaders are 
said to have dispatched messengers in 
the directions of the camp of Madero 
and Orozco on a similar errand. Neith- 
er side had received reinforcements 
when the message reached here. It is 
said both sides exhibited the' greatest 
coolness and bravery and the percent- 
age of killed and wounded is high.

the workmen are dangerous just in 
proportion to the injury they Inflict to 
the lungs. These dusts may not neces- 
sarily contain disease germs. 
They 


may he clean dusts as in the -product 
of the metal polishing trades, and yet 
these clean dusts cut into the lung tis- 
sue and develop a planting ground for 
tubercular bacilli. Then there are the 
stone dusts, certain forms of sawdust, 
the dust from clothing, wool and cot- 
ton, 
and the tobacco dust inhaled by 


the eigarmaker. 


Some ot the dusty trades, said Miss 


Hamilton, could hardly be made safe— 
the cement makers, for instance—but 
she contended that there is no reason 
why there should be so much tubercu- 
losis among clothing workmen, cigar- 
makers and printers.

these trades, she said, could be great-

In tho field when they iverc sorely needed, and kept In- 
diana's quota well filled in the fa.ce of a fierce antl-wur 
opposition at home. 


Also that when the loyalty of Indiana to the 
union 


cause was threatened by the Kniphts of the Golden Cir- 
cle and other copperhead organizations, he put down the 
disloyal elements with a strong hand and made the state's 
service in saving the union conspicuous. 
It must be ac- 


knowledged that this, at any rate, was constructive pa- 
triotism. The value of Governor Morton's services to the 
cause of the union at critical moments ran hardly l>c 
overestimated. 
He was one of the. preat war governors. 


Whether he was the greatest republican o£ the period 
next to Lincoln is. of course, open to question. 
L 


But tho constructive character o£ his statesmanship can 


lardly ho disputed because some of his acts were de- 
nounced as high-handed and extra-constitutional. 
Some 


of Lincoln's acts were similarly denounced. Those were 
parlous times. 
There was not always time or opportun- 


ity to have the strict legality of every measure'tested in 
the courts, no more than there is time to twt the purity 
of the water supply ivhen the house Is burning up. 


The manner In which Morton dealt with the men In 


his jurisdiction who were trying lo throw obstacles In' the 
way of the effective prosecution of the war would hardly 
stand the test of strict construction In time of peace. In 
so far as it was an infraction of legal forms it might be 
termed destructive statesmanship; but in its large effect 
It was constructive statesmanship o£ the highest order. 


The man who preserves the noble fabric, even by ir- 


regulnr means, in time of stress and peril, must be ac- 
counted a constructive statesman, because 
he 
leaves 


something for his successors to build on. 
Lincoln, as 


president, and Morton and the. other great war governors 
were mercilessly criticised in the time of passion and 
strife as lnwless tyrants, but it is now seen that they 
wore the very pillars of the temple of stable government.

Pickled Oysters. 


' -This is a good 
time to prepare 


pickled oysters in quantity for picnics 
or'as a- relish later in the season. Pick 


over two hundred good sized ones 
Wash and drain them, then place in a 
saucepan with the strained liquor ami 
bring to the boiling point. Dip out 
the oysters, rinse them in cold water, 
drain and set aside. 
Skim and boil 


the liquor for five minutes, add one 
pint of vinegar, two dried red peppers, 
two dozen cloves, four dozen pepper- 
corns, two inches of stick cinnamon 
and six blades of. mace; then boil for 
five minutes longer. Put the oyster. 
iin two quart glass jars, pour over 
them the boiling liquid and seal.

Soft Molasses Gingerbread 


To one cupful of molasses add one 


teaspoonful of ginger, a

spoonful of cinnamon, quarter of 
teaspoonful of cloves, quarter of a 
teaspoonful of salt, three tablespoon- 
fula of melted butter or other short- 
ening and one teaspoonfui of baking 
soda.

and dried. Add flour. When raised knead again and place in pans for 
baking. Be sure to allow enough time for bread to raise in the pans. 


No. 2—Scald (do not'boil) 1% cups sweet milk and one

water. When tepid add Vz calte compressed roast, u-0 tabiespoonfuls 
of.sugar and a teaspoonful of salt. 
Stir in enough whole-wheat flour 


to make a stiff batter. 
Allow to raise. When light add one egc one 


tablespoonful of melted butter. 1% cups of cleaned and dried currants 
Beat well, then add whole-wheat flour to make a soft dough 
Work 


wall, mould into two loaves, let raise until light, and then hake thor- 
oughly.

This 
method draws out the drastic acid and 
makes It much more palatable when 
it 
Is cooked. 
When the blanching 


process la finished It may be drained 
oft for use in a pie, or to Blew like 
apple sauce. It la never wise to add 
the sugar until the rhubarb Is done, 
ins It takes much less then. 


Boiled Rhubarb Pudding. 


Blanch two cupa of rhubarb. When 


cool add a quarter of a pound of sugar. 
Line a pudding dish or tin with a good 
suet ipaste. fl|l with rhubarb, pinch 
the crust together at the edges, cover 
with a floured linen cloth and the cov- 
er, plunge into boiling water and boi 
two hours. Serve with a Jug of sweei 
cream, and powdered sugar or a gooc 
brandy sauce. 


Rhub*rb Shortcake. 


This shortcake is made of biscuit 


dough. When done split and generous- 
ly butter. The rhubarb Is- stewed, but 
not to shreds. 
Heavily sweeten, fill 


and put it over the top of the short- 
cake and serve with whipped cream. 
H is a very good spring dessert. 


Among other welcome things in the 


spring market Is the coming of tha 
first fresh asparagus. It is from the 
south, of course, but very fresh and 
delightful. At first one is satisfied to. 
use it in the usual way, boiled, with 
tho melted butter sauce, but as the 
season advances the housewife Is ready 
to use It In salad, baked .In ramlklns 
with cheese, and in fact any good reci- 
pe that friends have tried and found 
Inviting.

Silk would frequently wear longer, 


in dresses and other garments, if it 
were differently cared for when not 
in use. More than any other fabric, 
it has the faculty of growing thin in 
spots where it is most often folded or 
pressed, and this fact accounts for 
mysterious holes that appear when 
least expected- 


A petticoat or dress of it should al- 


ways be hung. It is the greatest mis- 
take to lay away any such garment 
in a drawer, even though it may have 
plenty of room there, and no weight 
on top. The creases which it natural- 
ly takes, causes the material to weak- 
en, and when there comes the pres- 
sure of wearing, the fabric will-go be- 
fore its time. 


A handsome silk petticoat, or dress, 


which is not worn often, should not 
only be hung on two hooks, spread- 
ing the garment at the waist, but at 
least once a week it should be taken 
down, gently shaken, and again hung, 
when it will fall into slightly different 
folris. 
All dampness should be kept 


from It. for siik rots from its effect.

The woman was going south for the 
remainder of the winter and invited 
Miss Detwiler to go along, principally 
as a companion. Miss Detwiler writes 
that the ranch she is on is three 'days' 
Journey from the coast and that their 
host is a

friend of the woman she is companion 
to; that he purchased the 
property 


from the government 
several years 


ago and has a title that cannot be 
questioned, but that the situation be- 
came so tense because of the attitude 
of the natives that the ranch house 
had to be barricaded so as to be a safe 
refuge.

A DYNASTY OF BROWN BREAD. 


From 1826 to 1900 the P»rmel»e Family 


Baktd the Boiton Product. 


(Boston Transcript,)" 


The brown bread of colonial times 


was not the same as that which New 
Englanders associate with Saturday 
night and Sunday morning. In Pilgrim 
days brown bread was made almost 
entirely from corn meal. 
From very 


early times the brown bread to which 
Bostonians are accustomed has been 
a staple article of food throughout New 


England; but the baking of Boston 
brown bread as a business was started 
by Asaph Parmelee. who came to BOST 
ton from Wilmington. Vt., about 1826. 
His wife, like many farmers' wives, 
was in the habit of baking brown bread 
in her own brick oven for the. use of 
her household, and gradually the re- 
port of her delicious cooking of It 
spread about tha neighborhood. 
So 


much was it iiked by Her friends and 
neighbors that soon she was kept -Busy 
making it for the south end. 


At first Asaph, her husband,, deliv- 


ered it in a. wheelbarrow, then In a 


A D 


handcart, and later he invested in a 
horse and wagon for'the-delivery of 
the Parmelee brown bread." When the 
demand became• greater than his wife 
could supply, Mr. Pnrmelee built a 
large brick oven for his own use. The 
loaves wer hexagonal, with tapering 
sides, and were sold 
according 
to 


weight in whole;- half .and 
quarter 


sizes. 
In 1842 -Asaph 
Parmelee 


bought the estate at the southwest cor- 
ner of Washington' and' Springfield

There are several thousand different i 


brands of "sure deaths" on the market j 
which officials of the department ex- 
pect to prove are as likely to produce 
longevity as death. 
Xot only have 


many millions been spent for the bene- 
fit of mankind mid domestic animals, 
but trees and plants have also received 
ablutions of strange fluids which were 
supposed to remove caterpillars 
and 


other unwelcome lodgers, but which 
have utterly failed in their missions. 


Secretary Wilson has appointed four 


of his leading "strategists" on a board 
to be- known as tho insecticide and 
fungicide board, and on them will de- 
volve the duty of driving all fake in- 
sect killers from the land. 


Tho members of the board are Dr. 


Mnr'.on Dorset, of the bureau of animal 
industry, chairman; 11. B. Waite, of 
the bureau of plant Industry; A.' L. 
Quaintance, of the bureau of entomol- 
ogy, and Dr. A. K. Haywood, of the 
bureau of chemistry. 


Tho crusade will be carried, on along 


lines similar to those which the de- 
partment followed in tho war against 
impure foods and drugs. 
Agents of 


the department will purchase samples 
of every known brand of insecticides 
and fungicides. In all cases they will 
be bought In the open market. Three 
packages or bottles of each article will 
be bought. 
One will be turned over 


to a chemist appointed by the secre- 
tary of agriculture to examine its con- 
tents. The two others will be sealed 
and placed in the keeping ot the de- 
partment of justice. 


The secretary of agriculture will ex- 


amine the raw materials used in the 
manufacture of these articles in order 
to determine whether they are injuri- 
ous to animals or vegetation. 


According to the regulations to he 


followed in the crusade, an insecticide, 
fungicide, paris green or lead arsenic 
is rnislabelled if the package contain- 
ing it is accompanied by any circular 
or advertising device which carries a 
false or misleading statement or If the 
circular refers to any other advertising 
devise which contains a false state- 
ment In reference to Ha contents. 


Insecticides 
and 
fung'cides—other 


than paris greens and lead arsenics- 
containing any portion of arsenic must 
bear a statement on the label showing 
the amount contained. 


Insecticides and fungicides contain- 


ing inert substances which do not de- 
stroy or repel insects or fungi must 
bear a statement on the label of each 
of these substances. 
If the name and 


address of the manufacturer are not 
plainly shown on the label, then the 
name of the retailer or wholesaler for 
whom it was made or to whom it was 
consigned must be printed thereon. If 
labelled "paris green" any article must 
contain at least 50 per cent, of arsenl- 
ous oxide, and must not be adulterated 
with any substance which reduces its 
strength or quality. 
Lead arsenate 


must not contain more than 50 per 
cent, nf water, and must not bo adul- 
terated with any substance which re- 
duces its strength or quality. 


These regulations will not' asply to 


articles manufactured for foreign con- 
sumption, 
providing- 
they 
are 
so 


labelled and are not opened under any 
pretense 
whatsoever 
while 
being 


shipped from the factory to the port 
where they are to he shipped abroad. 


Those who are found guilty of vio- 


lating any. of the provisions of the aft 
will be fined $200 on the first offense 
and 5300 and a year in jail on the sec- 
ond offense. 
The act will go into ef- 


fect on July 3. 1!)12.

Lecturer 
Declares That, 
Excepting 


Tortoises, Man Is Longest Lived. 


(LLondon Chronicle.) 


The longevity o£ animals has been 


the subject of the first, of- three lec- 
turt-3 by Dr. P. Chalmers Mitchell, sec- 
retary of the Zoological society, on 
"Problems of Animals in Captivity," at 
the Royal institution, London. ' 


With the exception of tortoises, he 


pointed out, man has as long an inning 
as any members of the animal world. 
There are a, few fairly -.veil authenti- 
cated cases of men !'ving to over 150 
years. An instance mentioned by Dr. 
Mitchell as being founded on good au- 
thority is that o£ a German surgecn, 
who clipfl at 152 years of age. His 
record does not supply much comfort 
to temperance advocates, for from the 
age of twenty-live, having worked all 
day. 
he got drunk every night. 


It was perfectly well established, said ! 


tho lecturer, that in favorable circum- 
stances many human beings lived for 
more than a century, and thn number 
seemed to be im'ronsing. 
About our 


immediate allies, the big a'pcs. there 
was no ex?.ct evidence, hut he thought 
thr-y rould put 
down 
the potential 


longevity of the chimpanzee or gorilla 
at not more than sfvctity years. The 
lower npps probably did not attnin 
halt lhat ayo. 


Lions and tigers 'were capable o f j 


reaching thirty ami even fort5" ypars. i 
Tho domestic cat sometimes attained 
twfnty ypars. nn.l that was the proba- 
ble limit of the life of the small car- 
nivorn. 


, It was a popular belief among- na-i 
lives in India that" elephants lived to 
an enormous age. The government, 
however, when elephants were used for 
military purposes, kept exact statistics, 
and there were also the records of 
animals kept in menageries. 
From 


these it would be found that the ex- 
treme limit which the elephant was 
capable of attaining was about one 
hundred years. 
The rhinoceros ami 


hippopotamus seldom lived more than 
fifty or sixty years. 


With horses they got into the region 


of legend, and it would be remembered 
that Victor Hugo, in his account of 
the second burial of Napoleon, when 
the body was brought to Paris in 840, 
flrcv.- special attention to Napoleon's 
charger, which was led 
behind 
the 


coffin. 
As the last occasion on which 


Napoleon could have used a charger 
was at the battle of Waterloo, when 
it would have been a mature animal, 
its could not have been less 
than 


thirty-five years. 
Victor Hugo found 


on inquiry that the horse was pro- 
vided by an 
undertaker's establish- 


ment which kept the animal specially 
for attending military funerals in the 
capacity of officer's charger. The ex- 
treme age that the horse has 
ever 


reached was somewhere about forty 
years. 


Twenty years at the(.outside was the 


limit of cattle, sheep and antelopes. Of 
birds, eagles and vultures had lived 
more 
than 
one hundred 
years; 


ostriches, the largest bird, did .not at- 
taiiij more than thirty-five or forty 
years; cranes and storks about the 
same; and ducks, geese and swans not 


more than thirty. Parrots lived to a 
very great age, though perhaps Hum- 
bolt's account of a parrot that was so' 
old that it could only talk the Ian-, 
guage of a tribe long extinct must be 
accepted with caution. But these birds •" 
undoubtedly lived sometimes more than: 
one hundred years. 


There were enormous variations in' 


reptiles, and 
turtles and

U 
to have the place of honor In the crown 
or Kins George at his coronation. The 
gem was discovered In 1905, nearly 
three years after King Edward's ac- 
cession, so that this will be its first ap- 
pearance In the crown ot England. 


It la being set In the front ot the 


crown, 
directly 
under the 
"Black 


Prince's ruby," the wonderful egg- 
shaped gem worn by the Black Prlucu 
at Creey. Poitiers and many other bat- 
tles. 
This ruby originally had in it j 


three holes, clumsily bored by a court 
jeweler In Plantagenet days, wherein 
the prince stuck his three historic 
feather*. In the reign ot Queen Vic- 
toria these three holes were stopped 
up with small rubbles. 


When the Culllnan diamond wus 


first brought to London it weighed 
lightly more than-a pound and a quar- 
er—3,024 carat*. 
It was 4 Mi Inches 


onp and 3 Inches broad. The stone 
vas cut Into two main portions, which 
vere worn by Queen Alexandra on 
state occasions. 
From the shavings 


many brilliant smaller diamonds were 
faehioned. It Is the smaller ot the two 
main portions of the "Star of Africa" 
.vhloh Is to go Into the crown of King 
George, below the Black Prince's ruby. 
The larger portion of the stone is being 
set In the sceptre. 


The huge, oblong sapphire which 


was put in the front of the crown, un- 
der the Black Prince's ruby, when the 
prince regei'. put on the crown In 1S20, 
la to be mjjle the center piece at the 
back of th» crown. The sapphire has 
flaws and is not 'Of the finest color. 
The Black prince's ruby came into the 
British loyal regalia through Com 
Pedro, of Portugal. 


Will W««r Elizab«th'i Pearli. 


The two splendid pea-shaped pearls 


worn by Queen Elizabeth at her cor- 
onation in 1558, which were again add- 
ed to the crown at King Edward's 
coronation, are to1 be retained by King 
George. One small diamond is set at 
the top of each pearl. The earrings are 
fastened high on each side 
of 
the 


arches vt the crown, directly under 
the orb. 


King George's crown is a remake of 


the crown of King Edward, which in 
turn was made over.from the crown 
of Queen Victoria. The crown is a 
little more than nine inches tall. It is 
surmounted at the front by a cross of 
St. Andrew in diamonds. At the bot- 
tom, 
where it rests on the head, ia an 


edging of minever. Just above it is a 
circlet of large pearls, and above that 
a, band, two Inches deep, of closely 
massed, different colored jewels, set in 
diamonds. On top of that is the cen- 


I tral band of the crown, composed of 
large round pearls. Above this rises 
the St. Andrew's cross, ..with the Black 
Prince's ruby and .the Star of Africa 
as Its main jewels. The surrounding 
jewels are set in fleur de Us of dia- 
monds with center pieces of sapphires, 
rubies and emeralds. 
The orb sup- 


porting the topmost cross is of im- 
mense single-stone diamonds of 
the 


fines color, set in mass. The crown's 
arches are set with diamonds. 


Most Gorgeous Sceptre in World. 
The sceptre of King George will con- 


tain riot only the larger portion of the 
Culllnan diamond, but also the famous 
Orloff diamond, which is larger than 
either the Pitt or the Kohinoor. The 
sceptre will be the most magnificent 
in the world, surpassing that carried 
by the Czars of Russia at their coro- 
nations in the Kremlin, in St. Peters- 
burg. 


Queev. Mary's crown probably will 


have in It, temporarily, the Kohinoor 
diamond which belongs to Alexandra, 
the queen mother, and was worn by 
her in 1902, at King Edward's corona- 
tion. It was taken out of the crown 
immediately after the 1902 event. Many 
of the Hanovarian crown jewels worn 
by Queen Victoria at her coronation 
were afterward awarded by the house 
of lords to the crown of Hanover and 
are now in possession of the Duke of 
Cumberland. These include the pearl 
and diamond necklaces and the bows 
of single-stone diamonds. 
But 
the 


Hanovarian crown did not succeed in 
its claim 'to the ropes of pearls, and 
these will be worn by Queen Mary. 
Her crown will have no colored jewels 
in it—nothing but diamonds.
